Tuesday's election in the Bristol area, both borough 
and township, will have a very considerable effect upon 
the future. 
That the citizens of this community gave long and 
serious thought to the issues was demonstrated by the 
immense number of ‘Vplit” ballots which were cast. In 
fact, it seems to have been characteristic of the election 
everywhere — including Philadelphia — that the voters 
voted for candidates this time, not for parties. * 
The electorate made it clear enough just who it is 
they wish to have in charge of their \arious public func­ 
tions in Borough Council, the Township Commission, the 
school boards, etc.; but they did not. perhaps, make 
equally clear precisely what policies they desire to have 
followed. 
In general, however, it appears to be definite that
